PREFACE 


N 1953 our fellow-member, the Reverend Dr. Frederick 

Lewis Weis, published a handbook of the Society in which 
he not only brought up to date Mr. Hunnewell’s centennial 
history of 1887 but with his usual painstaking diligence in- 
cluded considerable fresh information hithertofore unavail- 
able in print. In the preparation of this pamphlet, the editor 
has drawn freely from these two sources but, in addition, has 
examined the official records and papers of the Society 
which have been preserved in unbroken sequence since 1787 
and are currently deposited with the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society. There are approximately 1500 letters dat- 
ing from 1749 and some 500 business documents, which 
constitute a rich mine of social and religious history worthy 
of more detailed study. 

The seal of the Society, now reproduced for the first time 
in seventy-five years, was designed in 1791 by Christian 
Gullager (1759-1826) and engraved by Joseph Callender 
(1751-1821). An impression struck off as a bookplate was 
for many years attached to all books and tracts distributed 
by the agents of the Society. 

I am indebted to my friend, Mr. George R. Ursul, for his 
helpful criticism and careful proofreading of the text.

HISTORY 


N March 16, 1762, one hundred and four citizens of 

Massachusetts were incorporated as the Society for 
Propagating Christian Knowledge among the Indians of 
North America with the intention of carrying on the work 
which had hithertofore been conducted from England by 
The New England Company of 1649. ‘This latter society 
had supported the missionary labors of John Eliot and pro- 
vided for the printing of the two editions of his Indian Bible, 
subsequently it had maintained work on Martha’s Vineyard 
and paid the stipend of Jonathan Edwards to work among 
the Stockbridge Indians after his unhappy dismissal from 
his Northampton Church. The New England Company, 
probably the oldest Protestant missionary society in the 
world, was incorporated to carry on “ preaching and prop- 
agating of the Gospel of Jesus Christ among the Natives, 
and also for maintaining of Schools and Nurseries of Learn- 
ing, and for better education of the Children of Natives ”’; 
yet the scope of activity was not limited exclusively to the 
New England area and by 1762 the inhabitants of Massa- 
chusetts believed that the time had come to form a society 
of their own to promote the laudable aims of their English 
predecessor. 

The Lords of Trade to whom all provincial legislation 
was referred immediately took a dim view of this new and 
perhaps competitive society and proffered strong objec- 
tions: 


in the first place the operation of the Act, tho’ the Society 
itself would consist only of the inhabitants of the Massa- 
chusetts erected by an Act of that Province, would ex- 
tend beyond the limits of the Province itself and in second 
so extensive a power given to one Colony may hereafter 


a 


interfere with any general plan Your Majesty may think 
it advisable to pursue for the management of Indian Affairs 
in No. America. We are authorized in the apprehension 
by the late experience we have had of like inconveniences 
from the conduct of the Committee of Assembly in Penn- 
sylvania the consequence of which Proceedings are set 
forth in the Papers, annexed to the Representation of the 
said Board to Your Majesty dated 14th January last. We 
beg leave to add that the Society is by the Act subject to 
no control, Audit or Examination, tho’ they are made 
capable of receiving any Grants of Land and of disbursing 
Sums for services to a very great extent." 


The Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, therefore, 
on May 20, 1763 disallowed the act and thus ended any 
further local attempts to incorporate an Indian missionary 
society until after the American Revolution. It was gener- 
ally believed that the leaders of the Anglican Church in Eng- 
land had been responsible for the disallowance of the act 
but it is probably more accurate to attribute the action to the 
general belief abroad that the citizens of Massachusetts were 
all too ready to extend themselves beyond the bounds of 
submissive colonials. 

In 1761 Colonel John Alford of Charlestown had died 
and by his will directed that the remainder of his estate 
(ultimately compromised as four-tenth parts of the residue) 


should be appropriated 


to charitable sums, private or more public, such as ma 
be thought most agreeable to the mind and will of God 
... and the good of those who shall be thought the most 
suitable objects for it... by my executors... they ask- 
ing the advice of some reverend and good gentlemen as 
occasion may need and require.

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It is very likely that the prospect of this source of support 
had given impetus to the forming of the Society for Prop- 
agating Christian Knowledge for his surviving executor 
twenty-five years later had $10,000 of the fund still intact 
to be applied to the same purpose. In fact, Samuel Dexter 
in a letter to the Reverend Peter Thacher in 1788 stated that 

many years ago some of the first characters in Massachu- 
setts did me the honour to associate me with them in an 
application to the General Court to be incorporated into 
a society for promoting Christian knowledge among the 
Indians. Large sums were subscribed, which would have 
been punctually paid to lay the foundations of a fund for 
that purpose had not the design been defeated by the in- 
fluence of the dignified Episcopal clergy in Great Britain." 

Immediately following the Revolution the domestic 
affairs of the Commonwealth were in too confused a state 
to admit of extensive plans for missionary activities, but the 
need was apparent for some organization to support the 
work formerly conducted by the New England Company, 
which had now transferred its activity to Canada. In 1787 
the Scottish Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge 
(founded in 1709) commissioned twenty-five gentlemen in 
Boston and the vicinity to disburse their funds “ for the edu- 
cation of Indian youths or Missionaries to be employed 
among the Indians.”’ ‘This commission aroused the local con- 
science to the responsibility to the natives and on November 
19, 1787, twenty-one clergymen and laymen “ with such 
others as they [should] elect” were incorporated as THE 
SOCIETY FOR PROPAGATING THE GOSPEL 
AMONG THE INDIANS AND OTHERS IN NORTH 
AMERICA. The Society, under its charter, was limited 
to fifty members and was to “have perpetual succession.”

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It is significant that all of the twenty-one Corporators had 
also been included in the Commission from the society in 
Scotland and included seven members from the earlier so- 
ciety of 1762. 

The Society received the full and immediate endorsement 
of church and state. Governor John Hancock issued a proc- 
lamation on June 20, 1788, in which he recommended 


to the good people of this Commonwealth, to contribute 
according to their abilities, in money, public securities or 
other property, to this benevolent design, a design which 
early employed the attention of our venerable forefathers. 


The petitioners had pressed the claims of the Indians as 
a moral and spiritual commitment but in their brief they 
had not scrupled to point out that 


The peace and learning which prevailed in general be- 
tween the Indians bordering on the northern States of 
the Union, and the citizens thereof, during the late war, 
may in good measure be attributed to the exertions of 
the Missionaries who were supported among them: And 
that perhaps it may not now be an object of less political 
consequence, to continue and encourage their exertions; as 
the British are practicing every art to induce the Indians to 
retire from among us, into the more interior parts of the 
continent, that they may secure to themselves exclusively 
the benefits of the fur trade, and their alliance in any 
future rupture. 


Richard Cary, the surviving executor under the will of 
Colonel Alford informed the Society on May 27, 1789 that 


Colonel Alford, when living, was often speaking and writ- 
ing of such a plan; he was desireous the Aborigines should 
be both civilized and christianized; that the Gospel should 
be sent into the dark, benighted parts of the land... I have 
often heard him speak with concern of the state of the 
Indians, how gentlemen in England were at great expence 
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in having the Gospel propagated among them, while we, 
in this country, were inattentive to this important concern. 
. . . but should the faithful attempts to Christianize the 
Indian within the United States be attended with little or 
no success ...I do earnestly request that the interest of 
the money . . . may be appropriated to the purpose of 
educating pious young men of good natural abilities, for 
the purpose of preaching the Gospel of Jesus Christ — 
the preference to young gentlemen of the aforesaid char- 
acter who are the sons of ministers of the Gospel. 

For a number of years the General Court appropriated 
either $500 or $1000 for the work of “ missionaries at the 
eastward ... to the eastern parts of this Commonwealth ” 
which, of course, meant the District of Maine, and pri- 
marily for the “ others ” designated in the charter. In effect, 
the Society maintained schools for the pioneer settlers in 
Maine and, more or less regularly from 1791 to 1809, the 
General Court provided monies for that purpose. Although 
the solicitation of funds authorized by the Governor’s Proc- 
lamation only realized $1,561.01, the annual public serv- 
ices held ordinarily in the First Church in Boston and for 
many years attended by the Governor, council and mem- 
bers of the Legislature were continuing sources of financial 
support through the collection following the sermon. These 
services were conducted through 1837 and the records 
attribute gross receipts of $5,393.07 from this source. 

In the first twenty-five years of the existence of the 
Society we find mention of missionary labor at Norridge- 
wock, Lincoln, Kennebeck and York counties in Maine, 
Martha’s Vineyard, Oneida and Stockbridge, New York, 
Isle of Shoals, Cape Cod, Rhode Island, Mashpee and Long 
Meadow. The Indians were never completely forgotten, 
but it is apparent that the needs of the white settlers in the 
sparcely settled frontiers of New England claimed a large 
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share of the attention of the Society. In addition to preach- 
ing and conducting schools, the missionaries distributed 
pious books and tracts — in 1795 to the number of fifteen 
hundred and eighty of which one hundred and thirty were 
Bibles and Testaments. 

After 1835 the Society began to prosecute its work among 
the Indians more exclusively, partly, no doubt, because the 
need was less urgent among the white settlers, but also be- 
cause of a legal opinion secured from Judge Charles Jackson, 
a recent member, which led the Society to decide that “ the 
attempt to propagate the gospel among the Indians has not 
yet been prosecuted with sufficient vigor.” 

In 1887 the Society observed its centennial and an excel- 
lent history by James Frothingham Hunnewell was pub- 
lished in that year. In a pentod of a hundred years it was 
reported that the Society ‘had employed one hundred 
sixty-SIxX missionaries in more than eighty outposts which 
reached from Maine to the state of Washington and along 
the southern Canadian border.” 

The original incorporators had been ministers and laymen 
of the Congregational denomination. At the beginning of 
the next century the Massachusetts Congregational churches 
divided into Trinitarian and Unitarian branches and have so 
continued to the present day. The Indian Society or “ The 
Society with the Long Name,” as it is often called, did not 
divide but began the practice of electing approximately an 
equal number of laymen and clergy from the Congrega- 
tional and Unitarian churches and, although occasionally 
members are chosen from other communions, this balance 
of membership has been maintained. 

The Society currently has assets of approximately one 
hundred thousand dollars and carries on a modest work with 
the Indians through the agency of the Division of Home 
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Missions of the National Council of the Churches of Christ 
in the U.S. A. It is probably the oldest missionary society 
in North America and, although its funds do not permit a 
large program, it serves a vital purpose in keeping before the 
public the peculiar situation of the American Indian and the 
need for continued advocacy of his cause.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE CERTAIN PERSONS, BY THE NAME OF THE 


SOCIETY, FOR PROPAGATING THE GOSPEL AMONG THE INDIANS AND 
OTHERS, IN NORTH AMERICA 


HEREAS divers persons have petitioned this Court for 
W an act of incorporation, whereby they may be the 
better enabled to carry into effect their design of propagat- 
ing the gospel among the Indians and others in North- 
America, and it is reasonable that the prayer of the said 
petition should be granted: therefore, to promote and en- 
courage the same, 

Be it enacted by the Senate, and House of Representa- 
tives, in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, That Richard Cranch, of Braintree, Esq; Rev. 
John Clark, of Boston, Francis Dana, of Cambridge, Esq; 
Rev. Joseph Eckley and John Elliot, of Boston, Rev. Na- 
thaniel Emmons, of Franklin, Rev. Levi Frisbie, of Ipswich, 
Moses Gill, of Princeton, and William Hyslop, of Brook- 
line, Esq’rs. Rev. Timothy Hilliard, of Cambridge, Jona- 
than Mason, of Boston, Esq; Rev. Phillips Payson, of Chel- 
sea, Rev. Eliphalet Porter, and Increase Sumner, Esq; of 
Roxbury, Ebenezer Storer, Esq; Rev. Peter Thacher and 
Oliver Wendell, Esq; of Boston, Rev. Joseph Willard and 
Edward Wigglesworth, and Samuel Williams, Doctor of 
Laws, of Cambridge, and the Rev. Ebenezer Wight, of 
Boston, be, with such others as they shall elect, and they 
hereby are incorporated, and made a body politic, for the 
purpose aforesaid, by the name of the Society for propagat- 
ing the Gospel among the Indians, and others, in North- 
America; and the Society aforesaid, shall have perpetual 
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succession, and may have a common seal, which it shall be 
lawful for them to change, break, alter and make new at 
pleasure, and may purchase and hold in succession, lands, 
tenements, and real estate of any kind, the annual income 
and profits whereof not to exceed the value of two thousand 
pounds. And the said Society is hereby enabled to take and 
receive subscriptions, of charitably disposed persons, and 
may take any personal estate in succession; and all donations 
to the Society, either by subscriptions, legacy or otherwise, 
excepting such as may be differently appropriated by the 
donors, shall make a part of, or be put into the capital stock 
of the Society, which shall be put out on interest, on good 
security, or otherwise improved to the best advantage, and 
the income or profits, applied to the purpose of propagating 
the gospel among the said Indians, in such manner as they 
shall judge most Werder to answer the design of their 
institution; and also among other people, who through 
poverty or other circumstances, are destitute of the means 
of religious instruction: And the said Society is hereby em- 
powered to give such instructions, orders and encourage- 
ments to their officers, and those they shall employ, as they 
shall judge necessary; and the persons employed as teachers 
in any capacity, shall be men of the protestant religion, of 
reputed piety, loyalty, prudence, knowledge and literature, 
and of other Christian and necessary qualifications suited to 
their respective stations. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
That the said Society shall meet at some convenient place in 
the town of Boston, on the first Thursday of December 
next, and then chuse a President, Vice-President, Treasurer 
and Secretary, and such other officers as they shall judge 
proper, and may make bye-laws, and orders, for the regula- 
tion of the said Society; provided such bye-laws and orders 
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be not repugnant to the laws of the land, and act upon all 
matters which they apprehend needful to promote the end 
of their institution; and the officers so chosen shall con- 
tinue in their office, until the Thursday next succeeding the 
last Wednesday of May next following the time of their 
appointment. 

And be it further enacted, That there shall be a general 
meeting of the members of the said society, at Boston afore- 
said, or in any other place within this Commonwealth, 
(unless some extraordinary occurrence prevent the same) on 
the Thursday aforesaid in May, and first Thursday of 
November, yearly, forever, and oftner if needful, when and 
where the said Society shall think fit; and any seven of the 
members (the President, Vice-President, Treasurer, or Sec- 
retary always to be one) being convened at the said times 
and places, are hereby declared to be a quorum of the said 
general meeting; and the said Society at their general meet- 
ing, in May in every year, (and in case of any extraordinary 
occurrence preventing their meeting, then at their next gen- 
eral meeting after) shall out of their own body, by a 
majority of the members present elect a President, Vice- 
President, Treasurer and Secretary, and such other officers 
as they shall find needful, to continue in office until the 
May meeting next following their appointment, or until 
others be chosen to succeed them; and all the officers afore- 
said, before they shall be qualified to act, shall be under 
oath, for the faithful performance of their respective trusts; 
and the said Society, at their first, or any other stated meet- 
ing (and at no other) may elect into their body, such per- 
sons, as they shall judge qualified, to assist them in their 
good design; provided the whole number of the said Society 
shall at no time exceed fifty members; and may appoint 
committees to prosecute the orders of any general meeting, 
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audit the Treasurer’s accounts, and prepare matters for the 
Society to act upon; and such committees shall exhibit an 
account of their proceedings, at the general meetings of the 
said Society. 

And be it enacted, That the Society aforesaid, by the 
name aforesaid, shall be, and is hereby declared to be 
capable to prosecute, pursue, and defend, in all Courts, and 
places, and before all proper Judges whatsoever, all actions, 
causes, processes and pleas, of what kind or nature soever, 
in the fullest and amplest manner; and if it shall happen that 
the said Society, shall become seized of lands, or tenements 
by mortgage, as security for the payment of any debts, or 
by levying executions on lands for discharge of debts, due 
to the said Society, it shall be lawful for the said Society, by 
deed under the hand and seal of their President, for the time 
being, to sell and convey the lands acquired in either of the 
two mentioned ways; provided that no such sale shall be 
made, or concluded on, but at some general stated meeting. 

And be it further enacted, That the said Society be, and 
hereby is empowered, upon the death of their President, 
Vice-President, Treasurer, Secretary, or any other officer, 
to choose others at any stated general meeting, to succeed 
them; and may also remove any of their officers, when they 
shall judge expedient, and appoint others to succeed them 
therein. Providing always, That no member shall be re- 
moved, or officers displaced, unless at one of the stated 
general meetings as aforesaid. — And to the end, that the 
members of the said Society, and all contributors to the said 
design, may know the state of the Society’s stock, and the 
dispositions of the profits thereof, and of all the donations 
made to the said Society: 

Be it further enacted, That a particular account of such 
stock and disposition, shall be exhibited by the Treasurer, 
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at every stated general meeting; which accounts, the Secre- 
tary, or a committee of the said Society, (having examined 
the same) shall certify to be true; and fair entries shall be 
made, in proper books, to be provided for that purpose, of all 
donations made to the said Society, and of all the estate, 
both real and personal, belonging to the Society, and of the 
incomes thereof, and also of all transactions, either by them- 
selves, their officers, or committees, for, or on account of the 
said Society; and the said books shall be brought to the 
stated general meetings of the Society, and be there open 
for the perusal and examination of the members. 

And it is further enacted, that Moses Gill, Esq; be, and 
he hereby is authorized, by public notification, in Adams 
and Nourse’s Independent Chronicle, to call the first meet- 
ing of the said Society, at such time and place, in the town 
of Boston, as he shall judge proper.

MOSES GILL 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE SOCIETY FOR PROPAGATING THE GOSPEL 

AMONG THE INDIANS AND OTHERS IN NORTH AMERICA TO FIX THE 

DATE OF ITS ANNUAL MEETING AND THE NUMBER OF ITS STATED 
GENERAL MEETINGS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Society for Propagating the Gospel among 
the Indians and others in North America may fix the date 
of its annual meeting and may determine the number of its 
stated general meetings to be held in each year; and the 
treasurer shall not be required to exhibit a particular ac- 
count of the stock and disbursements at any stated general 
meeting except the annual meeting unless requested to do 
so by a vote of the society. 

Section 2. Anything in the charter of the said society, 
incorporated by an act passed November nineteen, seven- 
teen hundred and eighty-seven, which is inconsistent with 
section one of this act is hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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BY-LAWS 


As of June 1, 1964 


I 


NaMeE 


This Society shall be known as the Society for Propaga- 
ting the Gospel among the Indians and Others in North 
America. 


II 


OFFICERS 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, 
Vice-President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall be 
elected by ballot at the annual meeting on the third Thurs- 
day in May in each year; and there shall also be chosen by 
ballot at such meeting a Vice-Treasurer and Assistant Sec- 
retary; a Select Committee of five members, the President 
also to be a member ex officio; an Auditing Committee of 
two members, only one of whom shall be upon the Select 
Committee; and a Finance Committee of three members. 

All of said officers and others so chosen shall hold their 
offices for one year or until others shall be chosen in their 
places. 


Il 


PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT 


It shall be the duty of the President, or in his absence that 
of the Vice-President, to preside at all meetings of the So- 
ciety or of the Select Committee. In the absence of both, 
any member present may be chosen to preside. 
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IV 


‘THE SELECT COMMITTEE 


I. The Select Committee shall consider, prepare, and 
report such matters as they shall deem necessary for the 
consideration of the stated meetings, and in general devise 
such plans and measures as they deem best calculated for 
accomplishing the designs of the Society, but this shall not 
preclude any member from laying before the Society other 
matters for their action. 

II. The Select Committee shall give instructions to any 
missionaries employed, not repugnant to the rules of the 
Society; examine into all matters that concern the same; and 
report from time to time to the Society as to the success 
of the missions and as to matters relating thereto. 


V 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee shall have general supervision 
of all funds and investments and may authorize and direct 
the Treasurer to sell any property of the Society and trans- 
fer the same, except in case of donations specially given and 
invested and referred to in Article VII, Section I, and may 
direct investment of proceeds or of any new funds or prop- 
erty coming to the Society. 


VI 


SECRETARY 


I. The Secretary shall have charge of the records of the 
Society and shall attend all meetings of the Society and 
of the Select Committee and keep records of the same which 
shall include all appropriations and donations. 
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II. In his absence the Assistant Secretary shall possess 
the powers and be charged with the duties of the Secretary.

"TREASURER 


I. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys due or pay- 
able and all bequests and donations and shall invest and 
care for the same with the approval of the Finance Com- 
mittee, unless in cases where donors may provide for the 
investment or care, or the Society may give special direc- 
tions; he shall pay such sums out of the treasury as the 
Society or the Select Committee shall vote or direct, and 
shall keep records of all receipts and disbursements, together 
with a list of all real and personal property belonging to 
the Society, and of any sales or investments made, the 
records of which shall be laid before the Society at each 
meeting. 

Il. The Treasurer shall submit a report to the annual 
meeting, which shall contain a report of the Auditing 
Committee. 

III. In case of the absence or inability of the Treasurer, 
or if any vacancy shall occur in his office, the Vice-Treas- 
urer shall exercise all the powers of the Treasurer until the 


office shall be duly filled. 
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MEETINGS 
The annual meeting shall be held on the third Thursday 
in May of each year, and special meetings may be called 
by the President, or in his absence by the Vice-President, 
or at the request to the President of three members of the 
Select Committee. 
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The Secretary shall give notice of all meetings of the 
Society by mailing a notification thereof at least three days 
before the meeting to each member of the Society at his 
last known address, and he shall reasonably notify all meet- 
ings of the Select Committee. The Select Committee shall 
hold a meeting within fourteen days before each annual 
meeting. 


IX 
ELECTION oF MEMBERS 


I. Every member of the Society shall have the right 
to nominate candidates for members, by entering upon a 
book kept by the Secretary for the purpose the name and 
address of the candidate and by whom and when nominated. 

II. Members shall be elected at the annual meetings 
from such nomination list, by ballot, and the votes of three- 
fourths of the members present shall be necessary for the 
election of new members. 

III. Nominations of more than three years’ standing 
shall be erased from the nomination book, but may, how- 
ever, be renewed. 

IV. The membership of the Society shall be limited to 
fifty. 

xX 


MiIssIONARIES 


Missionaries may be appointed by the Society at any 
meeting, or by the Select Committee, and such appointees 
shall report quarterly to the President or Secretary full 
details of their services and proceedings, and they may be 
dismissed or suspended for cause by order of the President 
with the advice of the Select Committee. 
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All missionaries or teachers employed by the Society 
shall be of the Protestant religion. 


XI 


QuoruUM 


Seven members shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business at all meetings of the Society. 


XII 
AMENDMENTS 


These By-Laws may be altered, amended, or repealed 
at any meeting of the Society by vote of two-thirds of the 
members present, notice having been given in the call for 
the meeting of the proposed action. 
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
